1. (Currently amended) A method for enabling an e^commerce web site to manage 

managing user information for both site server users and regular web site users, the 
method comprising the steps of: 

(a) providing a site server comprising a membership directory component with directory 
information stored thereon including preferences, roles, and details identifying the 
users, wherein the details of the users include a user name and a legal name; 

(b) providing a database separate from the membership directory component of the s ite 
server, the database having table information stored in a plurality of database tables, 
thereon including preferences, roles, and details identifying the users, wherein the 
details of the users include a user name and a legal name; 

(c) authenticating an identity of one of the users with an active server page, for 
determining whether the user is a site server user or a regular web site user: 

(d) displaying providing a single interface framework of components which provides the 
user information access by both site server users and regufar web site users to - the 
s i te server and the databas e upon authentication of the identity of the user; 

(e) allowing site server users the user to view and change the information Identifying the 
user that is stored on the membership directory component of the s ite server 
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the database ond that io assoc i ated with the user ; and 

(f) allowing regular web site users to view and change the information identifying th e 
user that is stored on the plurality of database tables in the database t -ai tor#tq - t he 
s i ngle i nterface based on the information identifying the u s er . 

2. (Original) A method as recited in claim 1, wherein the identity of the user is 

authenticated by at least one of verifying a user name and a password, a secure 
sockets layer (SSL) certificate, and a log-in form. 

3_ (Original) A method as recited in claim 1, wherein the preferences relating to the 
users include a currency in which monetary values are displayed and a language in 
which text is displayed. 

4. (Original) A method as recited in claim 1, wherein the roles relating to the users 
include a customer, a manager, and an employee.

6. (Currently amended) A system for enabling an e-commerce web site to manage 
managing user information for both site server users and regular web site users, the 
system comprising: 

(a) logic that provides a site server comprising a membership directory component w ith 
directory information stored thereon including preferences, roles, and details 
identifying the users, wherein the details of the users include a user name and a 
legal name; 

(b) logic that provides a database separate from the membership directory component of 
the site server, the database having table information stored in a plurality of 
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dafrfrpse tables, tteree* including preferences, roles, and details identifying the 
users, wherein the details of the users include a user name and a legal name; 

(c) logic that authenticates an identity of one of the users with an active server page, for 
determining whet her the user is a site server user or a regular web site user : 

(d) logic that di s p l ays provides a single interface framew_o_rk_Qf components which 
provides the user information access bv both site_s_e_rv_er_ users and regular web site 
MSgrs to the site se rver and the database upon authentication of the identity of the 
user; 

(e) logic that allows site server users the user to view and change the information 
identifying the user that is stored on the membership directory component of the s ite 
server ond the database and that is associated w i th the us e r ; and 

(f) logic that allows regular web Site users to view and change the information 
identifying the user that is stored on the plurality of database tables in the database

7. (Original) A system as recited in claim 6, wherein the identity of the user is 
authenticated by at least one of verifying a user name and a password, a secure 
sockets layer (SSL) certificate, and a log-in form. 

8. (Original) A system as recited in claim 6, wherein the preferences relating to the 

f users include a currency in which monetary values are displayed and a language In 

which text is displayed. 

9. (Original) A system as recited in claim 6, wherein the roles relating to the users 
include a customer, a manager, and an employee.

11. (Currently amended) A computer program for enabling an e-commerce web site to 
manage managing user information for both site server users and regular web site 
users, the computer program comprising: 

(a) a code segment that provides a site server comprising a membership directory 
component w ith directory information stored thereon including preferences, roles, 
and details identifying the users, wherein the details of the users include a user 
name and a legal name; 

(b) a code segment that provides a database separate from the membership directo ry 
component of the site server, the database having table information stored in a 
plurality of database tables, thereon including preferences, roles, and details 
identifying the users, wherein the details of the users include a user name and a 
legal name; 

(c) a code segment that authenticates an identity of one of the users with an active 
server page, for determining whether the user is a site server user or a reauJar web 
Siieuser; 

(d) a code segment that displays provides a single interface framework of components 
which provides the user information access by both site server users and regular web 
site users to the site server and th e databas e upon authentication of the identity of 
the user; 

(e) a code segment that allows site server users the user to view and change the 
information identifying the user that is stored on the membership directory 
component of the site server and the dotabciae and that i s associated with the user ;

(f) a code segment that allows regular web site users to view and change the 

information identifying the user that is stored on the plurality of database tables in
